This led to some extraordinary farces 
being enacted. | 

Women who were overloaded with | 
debts actually got rid of them by mar- 
rying some poor bankrupt, imprisoned 
for debt These men did not mind 
whether they were Hable for hundreds 
or thousands, and the wife tsua'ly 
paid the hushand a few pounds for 
the protection of his name, and then 
she would snap her fingers at her 
baffled creditors, and gaily set about 
incurring fresh debts. 

The law which setticd and removed 
this sort of thing deserves a better 
title than the colloquial one of “a 
hass.'

IN THE PANTRY OF ROYALTY 


One Butler and Five Yeomen Take 
Care of the Silver and China 

The pantr +s at Buckingham Palace 
consist of inree large rooms on the 
ground floo:, opposite the kitchens 
In one is kept the silver in, daily use 
in another the china. and in the third 
the glassware is etwred 

The three pantries are in charge of 
an official kn »wn as the pantry butiew. 
who has fiv> assistants, termed yeo 
men 

The duty «© the pantry butler is t 
give out‘th> sfiver, china and giaes 
required dai'y for the royal tables and 
for afiernooi tea; the pantry butler 
has also to .ee that all he gives ont 
is returned to him after each meal 

The silver pantry is lined with ma 


‘ hogany glass framed cases, containing 


thousands of pounds’ worth of silver 
plate. In one case there are two 
silver dinner services, containing sev- 
eral thousands pleces of plate. There 
are aix hundred plates of various sizes 
several hundred silver dishes, hun- 
dreds of silver spoons and forks, and 
a most valuable collection of old silver 
drinking msgs. Two of the latter 
were in the possession of Queen Eli- 
@beth and cre reputed to be worth 


| $50,000 


In another case are four silver tea 
services, one of which was a gift to 
Queen Mary from the German empress 
and is generally used at afternoon tea, 
which is served in the queen's private 
houdoir. 

Overnight the pantry butler makes 
out the list of silver, china and glass 
that wii be required in the royal din- 


ing room fo: breakfast, luncheon and, 


dinner the following day, and his as- 
sistants put out on the tables in each 
pantry the required articles of table 
service which are taken to the kitch- 
en and dining room after being in 
spected by the pantry butler 

The bulk f the royal plate Is kept 
at Buckinglwm Palace, so when the 
court moves a large quantity of it has 
to be taken to Windsor, Balmoral, or 


wherever thei: majesties may go. 
| 


The pantry butler is responsible for 
the packing of the plate, and ft is al- 
ways conveyed from one royal 
dence to another in his charge. The 
plate {s packed in steel lined boxes 
made of oak, with fron bands. In 
the center of the cover of each are 
the letters ‘G.R,." surmounted by 
No china or glass has to be 
moved from Buckingham Palace, as 
a very large quantity of china or glass 
is kept in stock at all the royal resi- 
dences. 

The pants; butler ts absolutely lord 
of his pantries, and none of the serv- 
ants, with the exception of the pantry 
yeomen, is allowed to enter them 
withont the :utler’s permission. 

All the glassware used at the royal 
residence is of modern make, most of 
which now in use being purchased by 
the late king

Excluding Sundays the 
average would be four out of seven, 
Last fall farmers lost a large part of 
their crops through adverse weather 
and the mien who were in their pay 
did not manage to do more than

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Steer Feeding Compe- 
tition

PRIZES OF 


The Animal Husbandry Branch, | 


Department of Natural Resources, 
Canadian Pacific Railway, has an- 
nounced a steer feeding competition 
for the coming winter. Prizes to 
the value of $225 are offered, besides 
which each competitor will have an 
opportunity to make a profit of from 
$225 to $265 on the steers which 
the company willfurnish them This 
is along the line of the Canadian Pa- 
cific's extensive campaign for en- 
couragement of mixed farming in 
Western Canada. While the com- 
petition just inaugurated is limited 
to the Irrigation Block, it is but a 
forerunner of larger competitions 
which, it is probable, will cover the 
entire Canadian West. 

Brietly the competition is as fol- 
lows: Farmers’ sons under the age 
of 25 years, living with their parents 
on the Irrigation Block will be fur- 


nished by the Canadian Pacific with} 


8 prime feeding steers giving for 
them their note which reaches ma- 
turity when the animals are sold, 
They will feed these steers during 
the wiater and dispose of them at 
opportune times in the spring. Of 
the products of the sale the Cana- 
dian Pacific will receive the original 
cost of the animal plus 8 per cent. 
interest on the money, The boys 
who enter the competition will re- 
ceive the profit made on the steers. 
It is figured that under proper feed- 
ing arrangements each steer will gain 
approximately 200 pounds during 
the feeding period and the fat stock 
will be worth much more per pound 
than the feeders. Experts figure 
that under proper feeding conditions 
each steer should return to the com- 
petitor a profit of about $33. The 
conditions of the contest are as fol- 
lows: 

1—The competition is open to 
farmers’ sons under a5 years of age 
resident on their parents’ farms in 
the Irrigation Block. 

2—Competitors shall undertake to 
feed for sale as finished steers in 
the spring 8 steers to be supplied 
them by the company on lien notes 
bearing interest at 8 per cent, 

3-—Steers will be weighed in and 
weighed out at competitor's point 
of shipment and the prizes awarded 
on the basis of gains made during 
the feeding period, 

4--Competitors may feed and 
manage the animals in any way they 
see fit, but in such a manner that 
the animal willl be fit for slaughter- 
ing when delivered in the spring a 
statement of the kinds and approxi- 
mate quantity of feed consumed by 
the steers, 

5—Steers lost through natural 
causes will be made good by the 
company, but any lost through neg- 
ligence of the ‘competitor must be 
paid for by him. 

6—Representatives of the Animal 
Husbandry Branch of the CPR will 
visit each competitor at least twice 
during the competition and if the 
competitor so desires will advise 
him regarding and feeding and man- 
agement. 

8—The competition will begin on 
December 1st, 1912, and will con- 
tinue until the spring cattle show at 
Calgary which will be on or before 
April 15th.

Crops and Weather 


Another week of fine weather has 
permitted threshers to get a lot 
more grain ready for marketing, and 
to*bring the threshing season nearer 
toa successful close. 

The straw piles are becoming 
more numerous all the time, and the 
stooks are getting scarcer. In the 
north country there is a scarcity of 
machines, and threshing is Mot so 
far advanced as it is in the vicinity of 
Strathmore. 

During the week a large amount 
of grain has been hauled to Strath- 
more, and the quantities handled by 
the elevators are to date as follows: 
Imperial! 20,000 bushels, Alberta 
Pacific 34,000 and Export 32,000. 
In addition to this 6 cars have been 
loaded at the platform direct, mak- 
ing a total of about 95,000 bushels. 

The grain is all grading pretiy 
well, but prices are low at present. 

Complaints ase being made of 
shortage of cars, and one elevator 
man stated that he would have han- 
dled at least 8000 bushels more than 
he had done if he had been able to 
get cars. He had had to wait ten 
days for one car, 


Moral Reform Lecture 


Strathmore had a visit on Sunday 
from Rev, W. F. Gold, of the Al- 
berta Moral and Temperance Re- 
form League, who conducted the 
service in the Methodist Church in 
the evening. The subject was the 
drink evil, and he gave a number 
of stories of the effects of an over- 
dose of alcohol. The lecture was 
illustrated by a number of rather 
ridiculous cartoons, which caused 
more amusement than sober thought 
and also a number of colored slides, 
illustrating ‘*Ten Nights in the Bar- 
room.” These, to certain tastes, 
would be even better than a moving 
picture show, as there were no less 
than four persons murdered in the 
short ten minutes or so the slides 
ran.

hinder the getting of it through the 
grain returns before winter snow 


began. Quite a number of farmers 
were crdered to stop labor last 
Sunday.

Railways at War 

c. P. R. HOLD ROCKY FORD 
AGAINST THE C. N. R. 


A peculiar situation had develop- 
ed with regard to the C.N.R.’s new 
road to Calgary from the north and 
east, which is now graded as far as 
the city, and the steel for which is 
laid almost to the Rosebud. 

On its way to Calgary the Mac- 
kenzie & Mann road has to cross a 
number of the CPR's irrigation 
ditches, and there have been several 
injuoctions and law suits with 
regard to this, With regard to the 
first law suit, the CPR won out, and 
the CNR were ordered to put con- 
crete bridges over all the irrigation 
ditches they crossed. The CNR 
started putting in temporary wood- 
en bridges to carry their line over, 
and the other line applied for and 
received an injunction, which stopp- 
ed the work for some time. This 
injunction was lifted by Justice 
Walsh last week, the CNR lawyer 
explaining that the wooden bridges 
were only temporary and were put 
in for the purpose of enabling the 
company tozget the concrete ones 
built in reasonable time by getting 
the material for them transported 
over the wooden structures. They 
further stated that the wood bridges 
could not possibly form any ob- 
struction to the irrigation works, 
as the water was turned off at the 
beginning of Octobor, and would 
not go on again till May rst, 1913, 
by which time the concrete bridges 
would be in. 

The CNR resumed work on their 
line last week, but the CPR this 
week gathered together a large num- 
ber of their employees on their irri- 
gation system, and stationed them 
at Rockyford. A large number of 
those employed in Strathmore went 
out at the beginning of the week. 

The CFR insist that the CNR 
build their bridges in accordance 
with the Railway Commission, and 
have placed two strands of barbed 
wire across the railway grade with 
their men back of ite Work has 
been stopped as a result of this ac- 
tion. 

Inspector Duffus, R.N.W.M.P., 
and Constable Todd went out from 
Strathmore on Tuesday, and several 
officers from other nearby 
points went out to watch develop- 
ment. 

About 200 men in all, we under- 
stand are’ camped at Rockyford 
with the object of looking after the 
CPR’s interests.

Of the Manitoba cities Brandon's in- 
crease is quite as gratifying in pro 
portion. From 12 industrial establieh- 
ments in 1900 and 28 in 1906 there 
hag been an expansion to 29 in 1911, 
while the volume of her products have 
increased from $531,327 in 1900 and 
$2,097,995 in 1905 to $2,230,430, al 
though it would be see® that Bran- 
don’s increases in output has not been 
nearly so great for the past five years 
as has Winnipeg's, still the increase 
for the decade has been very eatis- 
factory. Portage la Prairie had four 
establishments in 1900, 11 in 1905, and 
18 in the 1911 census, The value of 
her products has increasd from $800,
